Senator Kellogg in the Senate are going 
to carry their point and get the Senat 
to consider tho report drawn up by Sen 
ator Ben Hill. This is a questior 
which the Democrats will have to de 
aide for themselves without any assist- 
ance from the Republicans.

ponents, yet they cannot vote to tak 
the case up and be consistent wit 
their record in the past. The Republl 
cans have all along maintained that th 
Senate has no power to reopen th 
case, and, consequently, they canno 
vote now to take up Hill's report with 
out stultifying the record and their pas 
course. 


Senator Kellogg said to your corres 


pendent to-day that he hoped Hil 
would succeed in inducing enough Dem 
ocrats to vote with him to take th 
case up for consideration to carry tb 
motion, because he was anxious to have 
a discussion and puncture the evidence 
which Hill relies £upon to sustain his 
outrageous report. A discussion in the 
Senate will enable the Republicans to 
show up the animus which actuates 
Hill in trying to unseat Mr. Kellogg, 
and direct the attention of the conutry 
to the extraordinary methods resorted to 
by the Democratic party to retain con- 
trol of the legislative branch of the 
Government. There can be no doubt 
but that enough Democratic Senators 
are firmly convinced that the Senate has 
no power to reopen this case, to make, 
together with the vote of the Republi- 
cans, a decided majority against unseat- 
ing Mr. Kellogg.
